IS IT MURDER? 


Bridgman People Fear Foul Play 
Ctused Death, 


Bridgman, June 22.—{Special.)--The 
mangrled corpse of James Cooper, a 
prominent farmer livln(? on th^ out- 
skirts of this place, was found floatlnff 
n a tank of water, five feet high, on 
his farm Thursday. 
A deep cut in the 
head seemed to be the immediate cause 
of death. 


It was thought at first that a fierce 
bull, which Cooper owned, had been 
the cause of his death, but later inves- 
tigation seems to point to foul play. 


The village is stirred up to a great 
degree of excitement.

little doubt but that they are correct. 


These figures will disappoint the 
people. For years the population has 
been estimated at 8.000 and It was hoped 
that the present census would overrun 
that figure. 


These figures, however, do not con- 
vey the real size of the city. The city 
limits do not include the city. 
South 
of Empire avenue arc block after block 
of residences and the inhabitants are 
just as ^ u c h a part of the city as are 
their neighbors across the street. 
It 
Is estimated that there are at least 
1,000 persons residing in the territory 
which by rights is a part of the city. 
Besides this Benton Harbor has a 
floating population of upwards of 500— 
and this part of the population is now 
engaged in the berry fields and as soon 
as the season is over will return to the 
city. The ocnaus enumeration came 
at the wrong time to catch these peo- 
ple. 


If Benton Harbor could have a re- 
count in the fall It would add several 
hundred to the population, but it is not 
likely that anyone will otter objecilan 
to the otticlal figures.

Philadelphia, June 22.—President McKin­ 
ley was unanim ously renominated for 
president of the U nited States by the 
republican national convention at 1:48 
o’clock Thursday, and an hour and ten 
m inutes later Gov. Theodore Roosevelt, of 
New York, w as unanimously selected to 
Btand beside him in the coming battle. 
The scenes attending the selections were 
tum ultuous. Such unanim ous dem onstra­ 
tions in honor of the nominees of a n a­ 
tional convention have never been equaled 
perhaps in the history of politics in this 
country. It was a love feast, a jubilee, a 
ratification meeting. 


I t is expected that the committee to In­ 
form President McKinley of his nom ina­ 
tion will perform its duty a t Canton, O., 
July 12. 
C alled to O rder. 


A t 10:36 Chairm an Lodge glanced at his 
w atch and then w ith three raps of the 
historic gavel stilled the tum ult on the 
floor while the band ushered in the ses­ 
sion with the national anthem . Senator 
B an n a being one of the first to rise and 
jthe entire audience following as the in­ 
spiring strains reverberated through the 
building. As the anthem closed the chair­ 
m an announced the opening invocation by 
Archbishop Ryan. 


There were no preliminaries. The w rän­ 
g e ext>ected over the question of re­ 
ducing the representation In the south 
iwas averted by the w ithdraw al of ex- 
0enator Q uay’i proposition. 
The g reat 
liall 
became 
quiet as Senator Lodge, 
standing before 15,000 eager faces, gavei 
In hand, announced th a t nom inations for 
president of the U nited S tates were In 
order. 
The reading clerk advanced to 
th e front of the platform . H e was about 
to call the roll of states for the presenta­ 
tion of candidates. 
W hen A labam a w as 
called the sta te yielded to Ohio. 


T his waa the signal for the recognition 
of Senator Foraker who was to make the 
speech nom inating Mr. McKinley as the 
republican candidate for president. Then 
th e cheers began and a wild scene en­ 
sued. 


Amidst a tum ult of applause Senator 
F o raker w ent to the platform , and when 
quiet was restored began to speak, first 
Ûianking Alabam a for her courtesy In 
yielding, but attributing that fact to the 
overw helm ing popularity of the candi­ 
date. As Mr. Foraker continued he was 
repeatedly interrupted with cheers. 
H is 
announcem ent that the 
nom ination 
of 
M cKinley was equal to an election 
in 
November brought vociferous cheers. 


This sentim ent was received w ith cheers 
from the delegates, while 
the 
gallery 
spectators shook the building with their 
enthusiastic dem onstration. 
Briefly Sen­ 
a to r Foraker adverted to the record of the 
president in peace and in War as one of 
th e most rem arkable in American his­ 
tory.

The doctor gave his famous lecture 
(once heard here) on India and its 
needs {and the ability of Dr. Roy’s 
medicines to cure every ailment flesh 
is heir to) at the First Congregational 
church of Cooper last Sunday, both 
morning and evening. The morning 
following Rev. James A. Otis, pastor 
of the church, took the Hindoo in his 
carriage to the Celery town.

CENSUS DISAPPOINTING. 


The 1900 census will be a disappoint­ 
ment to the people of this city. It w»s 
oonñdently ^expected that the oflScial 
reports would show a population (if 
over 8,000 and many estimated the 
census to show Benton Harbor a city 
of 9,000. The official size of the city 
will be in the neighborhood of 7,000. 


Benton Harbor people are to blan^e 
for this disappointment. Within 
a 
radius of a mile from the center of the 
city there are at least 1,000 people who 
will not be counted, because the city 
itself extends many blocks In all di­ 
rects beyond the present limits. This 
matter should have been arranged last 
year and the city limits enlarged. 
Until that Is done Benton Harbor will 
show no very great growth as a large 
proportion of the residences now In 
building are beyond the present nar­ 
row confines of the city. 


But the showing Is not discouraging. 
Ten years ago, at the time of ttfe last 
national census, the#population of -the 
city was 3,692, or only about half the 
present population. From 1890 to 1894 
—the time of the state census—the city 
experienced her boom and the popula­ 
tion Jumped in those four y ^ rs 'to 
5,316. Since 1894 several factories 
failed in this city and the en¡!ployes 
mdved away. Large factory bi^ldlngs 
stood idle for three to five yeWs find 
one is still empty. In spite o¿ these 
misfortunes the city will show^^a net 
l^ain in population ofj about 2|0 per 
year. 
v 


With good luck, such as the c|ty t^as 
enjoyed the past year, the pop|laiion 
can be doubled when the state Census 
in 1901 Is taken. If the present census 
showed 9,000, doubling it in four years 
would be impossible. 


B enton Harbor is not the only city 
to find disappointment in the census 
flgurós; Chicago wants a recount and 
10 do half a hundred other cities. 


A YEAR or two ago the Chicago 
Times-Herald kicked Senator Foraker 
oat of the republican party and It must 
have surprised EdUor Kohlsaat when 
the senator bobbed up and made tbe 
speech renominating President McKin- 
ley.

The developments of Thursday, apart 
from those at Tien-Tsln, greatly encour­ 
aged the officiais here in their hope that 
the worst is past In China and that the 
âliHculty can be settled without any very 
Serious change of the political status ol 
the country, at least in its relations with 
the outer world. The state department ie 
much gratified with the attitude of tht 
powers. 
So far as it is informed, thert 
Is no difference of opinion or intention 
a,mong the different powers respecting the 
Chinese situation. Their object Is simply 
to restore peace, protect life and prop­ 
erty and leave all further questions fox 
future settlement. 
So far as can be 
gathered, there is not a dissentient voice 
among the powers In answer to the propo­ 
sition made by the United States to limit 
the operations of the foreign armies and 
navies in China to that 
simple 
pro­ 
gramme. If there Is a contrary purpose 
entertained anywhere the particular powei 
has not signified that fact. 


F lK h tln K ThIrty-SIx llonrM. 


London, June 22.—It appears from the 
dispatches sent by boat from Taku tc 
Chefoo that the Boxers cast lot with the 
Chinese regular troops and vigorously 
bombarded Tien-Tsln, which was defend­ 
ed by a foreign garrison of from 3,000 tc 
3,500 troops, mostly Russians. Several parts 
of the town occupied by the natives had 
been fired, and fierce, continuous fighting 
had been in progress for at least 36 hours. 
The .belief that the Chinese are using big 
guns (Jn the town makes the situation at 
Tien-Tsln all the more serious.

. The largest snake I ever killed in the 
West Indies was a boa on the island of 
Tobago, writes Frederick A. Ober in 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. I came 
upon the monster sudd enlj in a clump 
of bamboo, just as he was about to 
swallow a poor, inoiiensive little 
agouti, an animal about the size of a 
rabbit. I fired in tjme to save the little 
creature from the cavernous maw that 
had opened to take it in. My aim was 
goods and after a brief but terrible 
commotion in the undergrowth, caused 
by its djing strug’g’les, the boa lay limp 
and still. I dragged it out into the 
open and measured it. It was 14 feet 
in length, or more than tw^ice the 
height of the ordinary man. 
I had 
heard of boa constrictors of the length 
of Si) feet, but this one of 14 feet was 
the largest I ever saw in these islands. 


I afterwards learned that this boa 
is called» the “Jumbo-Jocko” by the ne­ 
groes, and that he has a preference for 
the bamboo clumps, where he entwines 
himself around the drooping canes, 
sometimes gorged andi asleep,.but more 
oft«n very wide awake and on the look­ 
out for prey. 


The most venomous and at the same 
time most vengeful serpent I ever en­ 
countered was in the island of Afartini- 
que, French West Indies. It is there 
called the “fer de lance,” or the snake 
with the iron-lance head. The ophiol- 
ogis1;s tell U6 that it belongs to the 
Crotalidae, or rattlesnake familj*, and 
have given it the exasperating name of 
Craspedocephalous lanceopatus. Call 
it by whatever name Ave m a y i t is cer­ 
tainly the most dreaded, best hated 
reptile of the tropical islands -which it 
*, inhabits, and the mere mention of its 
^name is sufficient to throw any native 
I community into spasms of fear.

this dread ophidian may be opined 
fron^ the. fact that, unlike the other 
species of the family to which it be­ 
longs, this one is actively and persist­ 
ently aggressive. 
The rattlesnake or 
moccasin, for instance, will generallj' 
await attack, unless 
suddenly 
Kur- 
prised, before inflicting its bite; but 
the “iron-lance,” on .the contrary, is 
said to seek out and spring upon in­ 
offensive persons, in whatever 
sec­ 
tion it may be abundant. Neither is 
it so sluggi.sh as its congeners, being 
as active and alert as it is venomous, 
and even when quiet it is 
ahvays 
coiled up in attitude of defense. 


Its average length is about five feet, 
being less than that of the northern 
rattlesnake, although specimens have 
been shown over seven feet in length. 
It is, however, very thick through tlie 
body, while its head is broad and tri­ 
angular, greatly resembling the head 
of a lance or spear, to whieji the na­ 
tives have aptly likened it. 
In the 
islaiul of St. Lueia, just south 
of 
Martinique, the natives call this ser­ 
pent the “ra t tail,” because of the 
attenuated tail, resembling somewhat 
that of the rodent mentioned, 
and 
which terminates in a spine or claw. 
In color it is generally some shade 
of dirty yellow, but sometimes brown 
or blackish, probably as similative to 
its surroundings, in order to escape 
obsen’ation.

“Innce-head” is very i)rolilic, from 5i) 
to 00 young having been found in fe­ 
males taken in Martinique, where it 
is so abundant that every portion of 
that beautiful island is infested by 
it. 
No section is exempt, not even 
the populous towns, like St. Pierre, 
with its lighted streets and stores, its 
large hotels, churches 
and 
govern­ 
ment buildings. 
It has bitten people 
in their beds, li\1ng in the settlements 
on the shore, and it has caused the 
death of explorers on the sunamit of 
Morne Pelee, 4,000 feet above the sea, 
far i» the interior.

fests tl^e botanical gardens in the sub­ 
urbs of St, Pierre, b v t enteras court« 
and houses, while the sugar planta* 
tions literally swarm witli this ter­ 
rible serpent, which finds there tta 
chief food—rats and lizards.

Exportations of coal from the United 
States in the 10 months ending ’s^•ith 
April were nearly 50 per cent, larger 
than those of the same months of the 
preceding fiscal j^ear and SO per cent, 
larger than tliose of the corresponding 
months of 1S98, while our total produc­ 
tion for 1898 was not only the largest 
in our history, but larger than that of 
any other countrj' in the world. 


For the first time the United) States 
figures show a larger prod'uction than 
the British figures for the same j^eriod. 
The significance of this fact cannot be 
overestimated. Coal is now more than 
ever “the material energy of a country, 
the universal aid, the factor in. every­ 
thing we do.” The relative abundance 
or scarcity of coal, therefore, is the 
truest index of a country’s position 
among its indiustrial rivals. 
Accord­ 
ing to recent 
information steamers 
have been chartered to carrj- coal from 
America to St. Petersburg and Stock­ 
holm, as well as to Italian, French and 
German ports. 
While these exportf» 
may be due mainly to the present ab­ 
normal conditions ofi tlie British coul 
m’arket, there is no doubt that in time 
this country will be called upontosup- 
)ly an ever larger part of the coal need­ 
ed by foreign 
industrial 
countries, 
which until recentlj* have been draw­ 
ing upon the British output. This is 
lie more probable, since cost of pro­ 
duction and prices of coal show a fall­ 
ing tendency for this country, whereas 
the opposite holds true of European 
coal-producing countries.
